Big Allied Tank Force 
Pierces Red Lines 


TOKYO (JP)—The biggest Allied tank force of the Korean 
war rammed deep into Red territory today in hit-run killer raids 
on the western front and then withdrew. 
The main punch carried within'five miles of devastatted 
Seoul. It was the closest Allied thrust to the old South Korean 
capital since the United Nations forces pulled out Jan. 4. 
Four other armored column» cut sharply into Red areas. 
Behind a thunderous bombardment by warplanes and artillery, 
the tanks blasted Chinese and Korean Reds out of hillside forts. 
The fighting raged at times at such close quarters that some 
Reds were ground to death under tank treads. 
A Division spokesman estimated that the two main columns, 
striking up the main road to Seoul and on a lateral road six

All 20 men aboard the tug, 
Sausalito-based, were on a fishing 
trip.

Blum said Lessig had admitted 
buying the girl liquor during the 
evening. 
Name of the Bolin&s tavern was 
not disclosed, but Blum and Under- 
sheriff Don Midyett said they had 
had similar reports concerning it 
previously. 
Abo take into custody yesterday 
were two 16-year-old youths from 
Mill Valley who had been with the 
couple Saturday evening. Blum said 
the two were held for violation of

A probation department official 
said red marks on the girl's hand 
looked like small scratches or blis­ 
ters, and that they were not tattoos 
as had been reported.

Marked For Increase 


WASHINGTON (/P)—The Truman administration asked 
Congress today to add four per cent to federal income tax rates, 
double the tax on gasoline and sharply boost levies on cigarettes, 
automobiles, appliances and other items. 
The program, which would hit the pocketbooks of millions 
of taxpayers, would nearly triple the excise tax on automobiles 
and more than double the tax on television and radio sets, 
refrigerators and other appliances. 
Three cents a pack would be added to the excise tax on 
cigarettes, making the total 10 cents a pack. The excise whiskey 
would go up about 60 cents a fifth and the tax on an ordinary 
bottle of beer would be raised 1.5 cents* 
The proposed excise increases would mean a boost of IS 
percent—from 7 to 20 per cent—on auto levies and 15 per cent— 
from 10 to 25 per cent—on tele-4-

Building in the Corte Madera 
area bounced back from its Decem­ 
ber slump last month as permits 
were issued for 11 new dwellings, 
Building Inspector Frank Nelson an­ 
nounced today.

$50,900, The small unit cost was ac­ 
counted for by the fact that a 
number of these units were in 
d u p l e x e s . Last month’s figures 
break down to about $10,000 for 
each house, a more normal unit 
cost, though prices of labor and ma­ 
terials have soared in the past year.

Military and civilian authorities 
were unable to throw any light to­ 
day on origin of the mysterious Mast 
that shook homes and rattled win­ 
dows in Tamalpais Valley at 12:35 
ajn. yesterday. 
Described variously as sounding 
like a “bomb explosion” and a “gas 
explosion,” the blast was felt by 
residents in Homestead, Mül Valley, 
Marin City, Tiburon and Muir 
Woods Park area.

LIQUOR TAX HIKE 
The present $9 a gallon liquor tax 
would be hiked to $12, the $8 a bar­ 
rel beer tax would jump to $12, the 
seven cent a pack cigarette tax 
would go up to 10 cents and the 
gasoline tax would be doubled, going 
from one and one-half cents a gal­ 
lon to three cents. 
Secretary of Treasurer Snyder 
outlined these proposals to the House 
Ways and Means Committee as part 
of the administration's first*install- 
ment $10,000,000,000 tax boost. 
The plan calls for a $4,000,000,000 
increase in individual income taxes, 
a $3,000,000,000 hike in corporation 
income taxes and a $3,000,000,000 
raise in excise (sales) taxes. 
President Truman told Congress 
last Friday the first round hike will 
be followed by another request for 
an increase of about $6,500,000,000 
later this year. , 
Other basic proposals laid before 
the House committee by Snyder: 
1. A boost In the capital gains 
tax from a flat 25 per cent to 37 
and H per cent The present tax 
applies to profits from sale of pro­ 
perty held six months or more. The 
proposal would require a minimum 
holding period of one-year to qualify 
for the capital gains tax in place of 
straight income tax. 
2. Corporation income taxes—an 
increase of eight percentage points 
ii normal income tax for corpora­ 
tions, adding $8 in tax to each $100 
of profit 
This would lift the rate from 25 
to 33 per cent on corporations with 
profits below $25,000, and from 47 to 
55 per cent on those with higher 
profits. 


EXCESS PROFITS 
Corporations with profits in the 
“excess” class would continue to pay 
an extra 30 per cent on the amount 
deemed “excess.” 
The proposal-estimated to hit 
'323,000 corporations, as compared 
with some 50,000,000 persons affected 
by the individual.income tax 
changes—would lift the ceiling on 
combined normal and excess profits 
taxes from 62 to 70 per cent. 
3. Excise taxes—on autos, lift the 
rate from seven to 20 per cent of 
the manufacturer’s price to raise 
$685,000,000 a year in revenue. 
On refrigerators, television sets, 
radios, phonographs, electric, gas 
and oil appliances, “and other con­ 
sumer durables”—raise the tax from 
10 per cent to 25 per cent of the 
manufacturer’s price, to raise $425,- 
000,000 in revenue. 
On distilled spirits—raise the rate 
from $9 to $12 a gallon, (from $1.80 
to $2.40 on a standard, fifth-of-a- 
gallon bottle of 100 proof whiskey). 
On beer—raise the tax from $8 to 
$12 a barrel (31 gallons) That would 
raise the tax from about 2.5 to 3.8 
cents on a 12-ounce bottle.

Big Allied Tank Force 
Pierces Red Lines 


TOKYO (ff)-The biggest Allied tank force of the Korean 
Vtr rammed deep into Red territory today in hit-run killer raids 
on the western front $nd then withdrew. 
The main punch carried within‘five miles of devastated 
Seoul. It was the closest Allied thrust to the old South Korean 
capital since the United Nations forces pulled out Jan. 4. 
Four other armored column» cut sharply into Red areas. 
Behind a thunderous bombardment by warplanes and artillery, 
the tanks blasted Chinese and Korean Reds out of hillside forts. 
The fighting raged at times at such close quarters that some 
Reds were ground to death under tank treads. 
A Division spokesman estimated that the two main columns, 
striking up the main road to Seoul and on a lateral road six 
-imiles farther west killed 500 Reds

WASHINGTON (yp)-The Truman administration asked 
Congress today to add four per cent to federal income tax rates, 
double the tax on gasoline and sharply boost levies on cigarettes, 
automobiles, appliances and other items. 
The program, which would hit the pocketbooks of million* 
of taxpayers, would nearly triple the excise tax on automobile* 
and more than double the tax on television and radio sets, 
refrigerators and other appliances. 
Three cents a pack would be added to the excise tax on 
cigarettes, making the total 10 cents a pack. The excise whiskey 
would go up about 60 cents a fifth and the tax on an ordinary 
bottle of beer would be raised 1.3 cents* 
The proposed excise increases would mean a boost of 15 
percent—from 7 to 20 per cent—on auto levies and 15 per cent— 
from 10 to 25 per cent—on tele

So. Marin Blast Still A Mystery 


Military and civilian authorities 
were unable to throw any light to­ 
day on origin of the mysterious blast 
that shook homes and rattled win­ 
dows in Tamalpais Valley at 12:35 
am. yesterday. 
Described variously as sounding 
like a “bomb explosion” and a “gas 
explosion,” the blast was felt by 
residents in Homestead, Mill Valley, 
Marin City, Tiburón and Muir 
Woods Park area. 
It was preceded by a white flash 
in the sky several seconds earlier, 
according to Mill Valley police of­ 
ficers Ben Hartwell and Lee Sellers, 
which seemed to come from Tamal­ 
pais Valley. 
“Tamalpais Valley residents who 
got the main force of the shock, 
hurried out into the streets to find 
out what happened. Frank Christ, 


county firman and deputy sheriff, 
made a thorough search of the val­ 
ley, but was unable to locate any 
clues. He said the blast was not 
felt at the last ranch in Tennessee 
valley or at Dolan’s corner.

The 
proposal would require a minimum 
holding period of one-year to qualify 
for the capital gains tax in place of 
straight incam e tax. 
2. Corporation income taxes—an 
increase of eight percentage points 
fti normal income tax for corpora­ 
tions, adding $8 to tax to each $100 
of profit. 
This would lift the rate from 25 
to 33 per cent on corporations with 
profits below $25,000, and from 47 to 
55 per cent on those with higher 
profits.

The proposal—estimated to hit

3. Excise taxes—on autos, lift the 
rate from seven to 20 per cent of 
the manufacturer’s price to raise 
$685,000,000 a year in revenue. 
On refrigerators, television sets, 
radios, phonographs, electric, gas 
and oil appliances, “and other con­ 
sumer durables”—raise the tax from 
10 per cent to 25 per cent of the 
manufacturer’s price, to raise $425,- 
000,000 in revenue. 
On distilled spirits—raise the rate 
from $9 to $12 a gallon, (from $1.80 
to $2.40 cm a standard, fifth-of-a- 
gallon bottle of 100 proof whiskey). 
On beer—raise the tax from $8 to

raise the tax from about 2.5 to 3.8 
cents on a 12-ounce bottle.

A storm sewer turned into a gush­ 
ing fountain in Sm Francisco’s Ma­ 
rina district as 81 inches of down­ 
pour caused it to fill quickly and 
burst. 
Counties to the north of Marin 
were less fortunate. Highway 101 was 
blocked in one place, according to 
the California State Automobile As­ 
sociation, and might not be cleared 
till late today. 
The raging Eel River ran amok 
for the fourth time since October 
and overflowed its ■'banks, forcing 
fanners to evacuate livestock to 
higher ground and flooding 10,000 
acres of rich bottom land. 
A 100-foot landslide and washout 
blocked the Redwood Highway near 
Redwood Flat, south of Garberville.

NEW YORK (U.R)—Unless you’ve 
more than doubled your salary In 
the last 1© years, you were better 
off financially with the salary you 
earned in 1940, the National Indus 
trial Conference Board said today. 
A man who earned $5,000 in 1940 
would have to have a $9.367 a year 
Income today to have equal pur 
chasing power, the board reported. 
The board noted that higher in­ 
come taxes along with higher prices 
have delivered a "one-two punch 
to the. dollar increases of persons 
whose Incomes have increased over 
the last decade. 
"Many persons who doubled their 
Income (and who may have movec 
up to better positions with greater 
responsibilities) are no better off, 
possibly worse off, than they were 
10 years ago,” the board said. 
A married wage earner with two 
ehildren or other dependents who 
earned $2,000 in 1940 needs $3,437 
or 72 per cent more, to buy the 
same goods today, the boards survey 
of prices and incomes showed. 
The depreciation of the dollar was 
mostly responsible for the plight of 
the $2,000 a year man, the board 
said. 
But the higher the starting in­ 
come bracket, the higher the in­ 
crease must be to end up on the 
same or better footing oecause taxes 
take 'a bigger bite at the higher 
levels. 
"A man with a $25,000 salary in 
1950 must earn $59,126, or more 
than twice as much, to offset the 
eurrent high tax rate and infla­ 
tion 
the board said. 
The $100,000 a year executive In 
1940 must earn approximately $450,- 
000 now, or 350 per. cent more, to 
maintain his former purchasing 
status. 
The board said that reflects "the 
longer-term trend toward taxing 
away more and more of the high- 
level incomes.” 
The board pointed out that in 
1940, the last year for which data 
were available, 46 per cent of wage 
earners and salaried workers re­ 
ceived between $2,000 and $5,000 
year.

Ike Has Thrown 


Logs On The Fire 


Of Great Debate

WASHINGTON (JP) - General Eisenhower 
has thrown a couple of logs on the fire of the 
so-called great debate, which began two months 
ago and now has branched out in several direc­ 
tions. 
That debate began with the question: 
1—Should this country send troops to Europe 
until the Europeans are well able to defend 
themselves? 
Then it moved on to: 
2—Does the President have power to send 
troops to Europe without the approval of Con­ 
gress? 
And then on to: 
3—If we send troops to Europe, should we put 
a limit on the number? 
As time passes less and less is heard about 
No. 1. Question No. 2 is still being talked about, 
and isn't dead yet. 
But No. 5 is the one which seems to have the 
most fire now. 
General Eisenhower was quoted by Senators 
as having told them in a dosed-door session that 
he opposes any action by Congress to limit the 
number of American troops for Europe. 


THE ARGUMENT GOT rolling early last 
December when Joseph P. Kennedy, American 
ambassador to Britain in the early days of World 
War II, made a speech questioning the wisdom 
of pouring troops into Europe. 


In mid-December former President Hoover 
made the debate really nationwide with a speech 
urging that not another man or dollar be sent 
to Europe until Europe had’erected a “sure 
dam" against attack. 
(His critics jumped on this as meaning we 
shouldn't send any help to Europe until Europe 
is so strong it doesn't need help.) 
This was followed by a speech by Senator 
Taft, Ohio Republican, who challenged the 
right of President Truman to send U. S. troops 
anywhere without congressional approval. 
Taft said he’d be willing to send a limited 
number of troops to Europe to carry out this 
country’s pledges under the Atlantic pact. 
Then Senator Wherry of Nebraska, the Repub­ 
lican floor leader, jumped in. He prefers de­ 
pending on a large air force to a big U. S. land 
army in Europe. 
And he introduced a resolution to ban send­ 
ing any troops there at all until Congress decides 
on- the whole issue. This resolution is still a bit 
of a hot potato and it's being juggled around in 
the Senate. 


BUT NOW WHITE-HAIRED Senktor Tom 
Connally, the fiery Texas Democrat and chair­ 
man o^the powerful Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, hopped aboai’d. 
He came out flatly against any troop limit 
that would ties the President’s hands. And that, 
of course, is the viewpoint of President Truman. 
But another prominent Democrat, Senator 
Douglas of Illinois, got into the debate which 
by this time was whirling around at a pretty 
clip. 
He had a little different idea. He wants to 
set up a ratio of American troops to any troops 
supplied by our allies. Which means: 
We*d tell Europe something like this: 
"For 
every five (or some other number) divisions you 
put in the field, we'll send you one American 
division." 
But the Truman administration is against the 
ratio idea on the grounds that it might interfere 
with the freedom, or flexibility of this govern­ 
ment and its Atlantic Pact allies in time of need. 
f President Truman has said, in the midst of 
all this, that while he’ll talk with Congress be­ 
fore sending any troops abroad he doesn't need 
Congress’ approval to send them. 


THERE'S NO ROOM here for all the other 
senators and congressmen who’ve chosen up 
sides, on all sides. 
Then General Eisenhower, supreme com­ 
mander of the Atlantic Pact forces, returned this 
week from a quick trip among the allies to see 
what they're doing or intend to do. 
He made a public speech to both houses of 
Congress, telling them the Europeans, have a 
fine, aroused desire to build their defenses and 
raise armies but need this country to work with 
them in partnership. 
Later he was called into the dosed-door session 
of the Senate's foreign relations and armed serv­ 
ices committees. 
It was after this session that 
Connally told newsmen: 
"The general expressed the view that the 
United States contribution under its North 
Atlantic obligations should be flexible and that 
it should not be expressed in terms of a raathe- 
matic ratio or a flat ceiling." 
That's the debate up to date.

Stutterers Are M adf, 
They're Not Born, 
But Are Hard To Cure 


Stutterers are made, not bom. 
The simple realization of this one 
fact by parents could all but elimi­ 
nate the problem so far as our 
younger generations are concerned 
though, of course, it would do noth­ 
ing to help the many thousands of 
adults stutterers who suffer agon­ 
izing embarrassment from this 
cause. 
Once it has become a fixed ha­ 
bit, the defect requires the ser­ 
vices of a speech therapist, but 
the great amount of study de­ 
voted of late to the origins of 
stuttering reveals the interesting 
fact that it need never develop at 
all. 
Apparently stuttering grows out 
of the perfectly natural tendency 
of young children to play with 
words and syllables by repeating 
them over and over again. All 
children do this in the pre-school 
years. No harm is done unless 
parents notice the repetition and 
decide that it is abnormal. The 
wise parent will forget about the 
matter and, in most Instances, the 
repetition will stop. 


UNWISE PARENT 
The unwise parent may urge the 
child to slow down, to think when 
he begins to talk, or to take a deep 
breath before talking, and may 
even go so far as to punish the 
child for the speech repetition. 
The child then learns that the 
speech repetition is not desirable 
and that his parents do not like 
it. So, the youngster makes an 
effort to avoid repetition, an im­ 
possibility for the young child. As 


he continues with these efforts he 
begins to be oppressed with a 
sense of failure. He begins to be 
afraid to talk, particularly in the 
presence of his parents, and when 
he does talk, he begins to use 
excessive strain and tension. This 
tension only makes the matter 
worse, causing more* repetitions 
and more concern in the young­ 
ster’s mind. This, in turn, brings 
on more frequent repititions. So, 
as a result of the effort to elimi­ 
nate a perfectly normal condi­ 
tion, the youngster develops into 
a true stutterer. 


BUILDS UP TENSION 
Hence, in c u r i n g stuttering, 
this over-solicitude on the part 
of parents and their anxiety about 
the matter, which builds up tension 
in the household, must be elimi­ 
nated. Parents must express no dis­ 
approval of the child’s speech. 
These simple things may serve to 
correct the condition. Drugs are 
of no value in helping to overcome 
the difficulty.

Thus, the treatment of stutter­ 
ing in the child must often be 
directed toward the parent. Above 
all, parents s h o u l d learn that 
speech reptitions are not abnormal 
in the child and that they must 
not criticize or punish the young­ 
ster because of something he can­ 
not help and which he will correct 
himself in the course of normal 
development.

(His critics jumped on this as meaning we 
shouldn’t send any help to Europe until Europe 
is so strong it doesn’t need help.) 
This was followed by a speech by Senator 
Taft, Ohio Republican, who challenged the 
right of President Truman to send U. S. troops 
anywhere without congressional approval. 
Taft said he’d be willing to send a limited 
number of troops to Europe to carry out this 
country’s pledges under the Atlantic pact. 
Then Senator Wherry of Nebraska, the Repub­ 
lican floor leader, jumped in. He prefers de­ 
pending on a large air force to a big U. S. land 
army in Europe. 
And he introduced a resolution to ban send­ 
ing any troops there at all until Congress decides 
on» the whole issue. This resolution is still a bit 
of a hot potato and it’s being juggled around in 
the Senate.

Stutterers Are Madp, 
TfieyVe Not Born, 
But Are Hard To Cure 


Stutterers are made, not bom. 
The simple realization of this one 
fact by parents could all but elimi­ 
nate the problem so far as our 
younger generations are concerned 
though, of course, it would do noth­ 
ing to help the many thousands of 
adults stutterers who suffer agon­ 
izing embarrassment from this 
cause. 
Once it haa become a fixed ha­ 
bit, the defect requires the ser­ 
vices of a speech therapist, but 
the great amount of study de­ 
voted of late to the origins of 
stuttering reveals the Interesting 
fact that it need never develop at 
all.Apparently stuttering grows out 
of the perfectly natural tendency 
of young children to play with 
words and syllables by repeating 
them over and over again. All 
children do this in the pre-school 
years. No harm Is done unless 
parents notice the repetition and 
decide that it is abnormal. The 
wise parent will forget about the 
matter and, in most instances, the 
repetition will stop. 
UNWISE PARENT 
The unwise parent may urge the 
child to slow down, to think when 
he begins to talk, or to take a deep 
breath before talking, and may 
even go so far as to punish the 
child for the speech repetition. 
The child then learns that the 
speech repetition is not desirable 
and that his parents do not like 
it. So, the youngster makes an 
effort to avoid repetition, an im­ 
possibility for the young child. As 


he continues with these efforts he 
begins to be oppressed with a 
sense of failure. He begins to be 
afraid to talk, particularly in the 
* presence of his parents, and when 
he does talk, he begins to use 
excessive strain and tension. This 
tension only makes the matter 
worse, causing more • repetitions 
and more concern in the young­ 
ster’s mind. This, In turn, brings 
on more frequent repititions. So, 
as a result off the effort to elimi­ 
nate a perfectly normal condi­ 
tion, the youngster develops into 
a true stutterer. 
BUILDS UP TENSION 
Hence, in curing stuttering, 
this over-solicitude on the part 
of parents and their anxiety about 
the matter, which builds up tension 
in the household, must be elimi­ 
nated. Parents must express no dis­ 
approval of the child’s speech. 
These simple things may serve to 
correct the condition. Drugs are 
of no value in helping to overcome 
the difficulty. 
Thus, the treatment of stutter­ 
ing in the child must often be 
directed toward the parent. Above 
all, parents should leant that 
speech reptitions are not abnormal 
in the child and that they must 
not criticize or punish the young­ 
ster because off something he can­ 
not help and which he will correct 
himself in the course of normal 
development. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: My blood count is up 
to 75.

The normal 
blood count should be between 90 
and 100 per cent hemoglobin.

General Eisenhower’s talk to 
members of Congress regarding de­ 
fense cooperation with Western 
Europe made the point that it is 
fallacy to believe strengthening of 
these defensas would invite a Com­ 
munist attack. 
That appraisal immediately 
raises the query of why such a 
drastic move wouldn't draw fire 
from the Reds. There art several 
facta to the answer. One is that 
Moscow probably doesn't want a 
European war now because it is 
far most profitable for her to hold 
her present line there and develop 
the "hot war" in Asia. 
Actually Russia haa overrun aa 
much European territory as possi­ 
ble without resorting to an all-out 
military offensive. Strengthening 
of the western defenses in Europe 
perhaps would merely emphasize 
tilia situation and act aa a deter­ 
rent to a Red attack rather than 
provide an invitation to asault. 
However, by merely safeguarding 
her present great territorial g»in« 
in Eastern Europe, Russia Is able 
to exploit the vast and inflammable 
Asiatic theatre, and this scheme 
has become particularly fruitful 
since development of Moscow's 
partnership with Red China. 
The Asiatic project is doubly at­ 
tractive. The underprivileged mas­ 
ses of the Orient—countless mil­ 
lions of whom are literally primi­ 
tive people — are susceptible to 
Bolshevist propaganda picturing a 
new Ufe. For that matter they are 
subject to any sort of propaganda 
which promises betterment of their 
prevent tragic petition» 


Moreover, by feeding the flames 
of strife in Asia—as in the case of 
Korea—Bolshevism is able to place 
the rescuing western powers—and 
especially the United States—un­ 
der a heavy economic strain. This 
is calculated to weaken the defense 
of democracy the world over. 
But what about the strain on 
the Soviet Union? Well, relatively 
there isn’t much strain on Moscow 
right now. 
Russia has great military forces 
In Eastern Europe, but she If mere­ 
ly "holding the line" against a 
western attack which she knows 
full well will never develop except 
In self-defense. In Asia she is dele­ 
gating most of the strong-arm 
work to Red China. 
That’s the situation now, and 
It may well continue that way for 
a long time. It may be that the 
Asiatic theatre will develop into 
the Armageddon of this war of 
the isms. 
And does this mean that the 
situation in Europe is to remain 


static while Aramageddon Is being 
fought in Asia? That, I should say, 
will depend heavil> on what dis­ 
position the democracies make of 
the Western European defenses. 
There are those who believe that 
continued military weakness in 
Western Europe would provide an 
irresistáble invitation to the Krem­ 
lin to strike. At this writing Russia 
has in Eastern Europe enough mili­ 
tary strength so that she might 
be able to make a quick sweep right 
through to the English Channel 
—but for one thing. That one defc- 
errrent is America's atomic wea­ 
pon resources * 
All these things being so, the 
strengthening of the W estern 
European defenses needn’t draw a 
Soviet attack. And to this must 
he added another point General 
Eisenhower makes : 
America's decision on defense co­ 
operation with Western Europe 
will determine the course of civili­ 
zation and whether free govern* 
ments will continue to exist. 


Assembly Committee Hiking, Riding Trails 
SACRAMENTO (U.R)—An assem­ 
bly interim committee has recom­ 
mended that the state appropriate 
enough funds to complete a pro­ 
gram of establishing a system of 
hiking and riding trails in Calif­ 
ornia. 
The Study committee on Riders 
and Hikers Trails said some $250,- 
000 has already been spent on de­ 
veloping the trails, and the pro­ 
gram should be given further as- 
sistance so a network could be es­ 
tablished from one end of the state 
to the other. 
The committee’s report said the 


state Division of Beaches and Parks 
should have more help in acquiring 
rights of way for the trails. "With 
the development of our rural areas 
and the increasing difficulty in se­ 
curing rights of way, it is important 
that this phase of the program be 
given first priority," the report said. 
It also urged that the state Divi­ 
sion of Forestry give its assistance 
by making available its rights of 
way and permitting use of fire 
crews in constructing and main­ 
taining the trails. The report said 
that trails should be left in aa 
simple aqd natural a state as is 
consistent with safety. 


BUT NOW WHITE-HAIRED Senktor Tom 
Connally, the fiery Texas Democrat and chair­ 
man 00* the powerful Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, hopped aboard.

% President Truman has said, in the midst of 
all this, that while he’ll talk with Congress be­ 
fore sending any troops abroad he doesn't need 
Congress’ approval to send them.

Marin county's ooet for général 
relief payment* for December, 1950, 
totalled $2,841—up from the $1,848 
payments for December, 1949, for 
this kind of aid to the needy, Cali­ 
fornia Taxpayers’ association re­ 
ported today. 
The number of people receiving 
general relief in the county went up 
to 187 for December, 1950, compared 
with 122 for December, 1949. 


Statewide, general relief payments 
for December, 1950, amounted to 
$1,389,903, compared with $1,990,577 
for December, 1949. Thirty-seven 
counties show relatively good-sized 
decreases in total monthly pay­ 
ments. 
Throughout California, the num­ 
ber of persons receiving genefal re­ 
lief dropped to 60,649 for Decem­ 
ber, 1950, compared with 96,320 for 
December, 1949 Decreases in per­ 
sons on the rolls were found In 
thirty-eight counties. 
General relief, the 
association 
pointed out, is only one of the four 
kinds of public assistance provided 
by our governments—aid programs 
being set up leg the needy aged, 
blind, and children, as well. 


“It is, however, the one kind of 
aid to the needy which is ad­ 
ministered and financed entirely by 
the oounties,“ the Taxpayers* As­ 
sociation said. “Financing of the 
ethers is sh|red by the federal, 
state, and county governments. 


“General relief is the one kind 
which shows a decided decrease both 
in numbers of people receiving aid 
and in total aid payments—when 
December, 1950, and December, 1949, 
statewide, are compared. 


"It is practical economy, as well 
as good politics, to keep functions of 
government which can be handled 
locally ss close to the people as pos­ 
sible,“ the association declared.

A last minute plea to t U. S. Su­ 
preme court justice was futile and 
the three men walked to their deaths 
in the basement execution chamber 
in the space of 45 minutes between 
7:30 and 8:15 am . 
Their four companions in the 
mass rape of a Martinvills white 
woman were executed Friday morn­ 
ing. There, too, attorneys had made 
an 11th hour plea to save the Ne­ 
groes from the electric chair. 
Just as Friday's executions were 
carried out, the three today were in 
an 
atmosphere 
of 
dispassionate 
calm. None of the demonstrations 
that marked clemency efforts for 
the seven here, throughout this 
country and abroad, was in evi­ 
dence. Thus the state carried out 
the directive of the Circuit court 
of Martinsville, first handed down 
on May 3, 1949. 
In the twenty 
months interim five reprieves were 
granted while the case was carried 
through state and federal courts— 
four times to the U. 8. Supreme 
court of one of its justices. 
The men were executed in this 
order today: 
John Clabon Taylor, 24, James 
Luther Hairston, 23, and Francis De­ 
sales Grayson, 40. 
APPAREL DENIED 
A last-minute appeal in behalf of 
the trio was turned down In Wash­ 
ington last night when Supreme 
Court Justice Harold H. Burton de­ 
clined to issue a stay of execution 
Just six hours before the first four 
men—Joe 
Henry 
Hampton, 
22; 
Frank L. Hairston, 21; Booker T, 
Millner, 22; and Howard Hairston 
21—went to their deaths on Friday, 
Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson hac 
denied them an execution stay.

Pickets marched around the White 
House grounds and other protesters 
staged a march on the state capital 
here to lay wreaths in the capital 
square, where “prayer vigils” have 
been held since last Thursday.

when the men were tried. 
All seven of the Negroes were con­ 
victed of raping Mrs. Ruby Stroud 
Floyd, wife of a Martinsville store 
manager, on Jan. 8» 1949. In court, 
they incriminated each other in 
signed statements and oral testi­ 
mony. All were sentenced to death. 
Subsequent appeals failed. 
Governor Battle declined to com­ 
mute the death sentences to life im 
prtsonment last summer in a state­ 
ment in which he termed the crime 
one of the most heinous in Virginia’s 
history.

Thirty-seven 
counties show relatively good-sized 
decreases in total monthly pay­ 
ments.

Every resident of Marin will be 
asked this month to Invest in the

Voluntary contributions to the or­ 
ganization^ yearly Easter Seal cam­ 
paign to restore crippled children to 
health mean 
sound 
workers and 
citizens for the community, t t : said. 
The seal campaign, opening Feb­ 
ruary 35. is the primary source of 
funds for the Marin County Society 
for Crippled 
Children, one of 43 
county organizations affiliated with 
the California Society for Crippled 
Children. 
The aim of the society 
is to help every handicapped young­ 
ster develop to hia maximum physi­ 
cal and mental capacity. Last year 
akme. more than 23.000 such chil­ 
dren were helped in California. 
“The Easter Seal campaign is an 
opportunity for everyone to better 
his home community,’* Mrs. Seitz 


stated. 
"By restoring to the best 
possible physical health our young 
citizens whom fortune has handi­ 
capped. educating them and giving 
them vocational training to fit their 
ability, we are building a sounder 
tomorrow here at home. 
“Whether we have able citizens 
and workers or disabled and depen­ 
dent can be decided by what we do 
now for our crippled children.** 
Mrs. Seitz emphasized th at 91.7 
per cent of Easter Seal funds la util­ 
ized in California. These funds aid 
in the systematic search for crippled 
children and in efforts to put them 
in touch with the necessary care. 
They provide for such physical aids 
as braces, trained therapists, special 
classes and workshops. The balance 
of 83 per cent of Easter Seal funds 
makes possible a national program 
of continuing education, services 
and research.

Mann Civil Defense Authorities 
To Study Warning Time Needs 


Civil defense authorities soon will 
be in a better position to advise 
citizens pf the probable amount of 
time available for seeking shelter 
following any sounding of an air­ 
raid warning signal. The question 
centers about the efficiency of relay 
units in passing on such a warn­ 
ing to the various communities after 
an alert has been received by the 
sheriffs office. 


Report forms are being distributed 
to each of Marin county’s communi­ 
ties to check the exact time of re­ 
ceipt of such a message in prepara­ 
tion for a telephone test to be made 
to an announced date and time. Re­ 
sults are 
expected to 
show how 
much of the time after radar de­ 
tection stations send word to the 
central Marin office is consumed be­ 
fore each specific community can 
receive a warning. 


The Marin county sheriffs office 
will send this message to each com­ 
munity: “This is a telephone test 


only. This is an air raid test mes­ 
sage. Fill out telephone test report 
form immediately." Stations charged 
with passing on air raid alarms to 
other communities will be expected 
to do so at once until the remotest 
districts have been reached. 
Then the process of calling will 
start all over again with every re­ 
cipient of the message receiving the 
“all clear** signal and being asked to 
file a report on the time it is re­ 
ceived. 
While all will be warned 
of the time of the first test, later 
similar tests will be conducted with­ 
out any advance warning in order to 
provide definite Information on the 
efficiency of the system.

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Easter Seal Sale Starts In Mann February 25 
|Marin Civil Defense Authorities 
To Study Warning Time Needs 


Every resident of Marin will be 
asked this month to Invest in the 
future by making possible the pro­ 
ductive citizenship of handicapped 
children, according to Mrs. Francis 
F. Seitz of the Marin County So­ 
ciety for Crippled Children. 
Voluntary contributions to the or­ 
ganization’s yearly Easter Seal cam­ 
paign to restore crippled children to 
health mean sound workers and 
citizens for the community, sh? said. 
The seal campaign, opening Feb­ 
ruary 25, is the primary source of 
funds for the Marin County Society 
for Crippled Children, one of 43 
county organizations affiliated with 
the California Society for Crippled 
Children. The aim of the society 
is to help every handicapped young­ 
ster develop to his maximum physi­ 
cal and mental capacity. Last year 
alone, more than 23,000 such chil­ 
dren were helped in California. 
“The Easter Seal campaign is an 
opportunity for everyone to better 
his home community,” Mrs. Seitz 


stated. “By restoring to the best 
possible physical health our young 
citizens whom fortune has handi­ 
capped, educating them and giving 
them vocational training to fit their 
ability, we are building a sounder 
tomorrow here at home. 
“Whether we have able citizens 
and workers or disabled and depen­ 
dent can be decided by what we do 
now for our crippled children.” 
Mrs. Seitz emphasized that 91.7 
per cent of Easter Seal funds is util­ 
ized in California. These funds aid 
in the systematic search for crippled 
children and in efforts to put them 
in touch with the necessary care. 
They provide for such physical aids 
as braces, trained therapists, special 
classes and workshops. The balance 
of 83 per cent of Easter Seal funds 
makes possible a national program 
of continuing education, services 
and research. 
Use of Easter seals finance a 
broad educational program that be­ 
gins with the training of teachers 


for the handicapped and continues 
®Vdl as far as Instructing the gen­ 
eral public in helpful attitudes 
toward the handicapped. 
Local residents will receive their 
seals in the mail. 
The campaign closes Easter fililí» 
day, March 25.

Civil defense authorities soon will 
be in a better position to advise 
citizens pf the probable amount of 
time available for seeking shelter 
following any sounding of an air­ 
raid warning signal. The question 
centers about the efficiency of relay 
units in passing on such a warn­ 
ing to the various communities after 
an alert has been received by the 
sheriffs office. 
Report forms are being distributed 
to each of Marin county’s communi­ 
ties to check the exact time of re­ 
ceipt of such a message in prepara­ 
tion for a telephone test to be made 
to an announced date and time. Re­ 
sults are 
expected to show how 
much of the time after radar de­ 
tection stations send word to the 
central Marin office is consumed be­ 
fore each specific community can 
receive a warning. 
The Marin county sheriff’s office 
will send this message to each com­ 
munity: “This is a telephone test 


only. This is an air raid test mes­ 
sage. Fill out telephone test report 
form immediately.” Stations charged 
with passing on air raid alarms to 
other communities will be expected 
to do so at once until the remotest 
districts have been reached. 
Then the process of calling will 
start all over again with every re­ 
cipient of the message receiving the 
“all clear” signal and being asked to 
file a report on the time it is re­ 
ceived. 
While all will be warned 
of the time of the first test, later 
similar tests will be conducted with­ 
out any advance warning in order to 
provide definite information on the 
efficiency of the system.
